section of the outlet opening (6) in the laying direction (15) of the cable (2) is approximately 
the same size as or shghtly larger than the simi of the cross sections of all of the cables (2) 
which are passed through the transfer device moans ( 4 ) . 

5. (Currently Amended) The apparatus as claimed in claim 4, charact e riz e d in 
that wherein the cross section of the inlet opening (5) in the laying direction (i3) of the cable 
(2) is at least twice the size of the cross section of the outlet opening (6). 

6. (Currently Amended) The apparatus as claimed in claim 4 one of claims 4 5 , 
characteriz e d in that wherein a plurality of cables (2) are provided next to one another at the 
outlet opening (6), in particular substantially in one plane.

outlet opening to direct the cable in a plane to a guide, wherein the cable can be moved to a 
connector by the guide (2) as claim e d in one of th e prec e ding claims . 

16. (Currently Amended) A method for laying a cable (2), in particular for 
connecting components (3) of vehicles, having an apparatus as claim e d in on e of claims 1 1 4 , 
charact e riz e d in that the cable (2) is laid to the contact malcing m e ans (1) by moons of th e 
apparatus and contact is then mad e betw e en th e cabl e (2) and th e contact malcing means (1) 
comprising: providing an apparatus having a transfer device with an inlet opening configured 
to receive the cable, and an outlet opening to direct the cable to a guide: 

pushing the cable through the transfer device and the guide so that the cable enters the 
guide in one plane and exits the guide in another plane: and 

making contact between the cable and a connector, the connector disposed adjacent an 
exit of the guide . 

17. (Currently Amended) The method as claimed in claim 16, characterized in 
wherein the cable (2) is laid to th e contact malcing moans (1) makes contact with the 

connector bv use of a machine. 

18. (Currently Amended) The method as claimed in eith e r of claims 16 17, 
charact e riz e d in that claim 16. wherein the contact malcing moons (1) is connector comprises 
at least one pressure-connection terminal, in particular on insulation displacement terminal, i n 
Aa* and further comprising the step of positioning t he cable (2) is laid up to a point above the 
pressure-connection terminal , in that the coblo (2) is pressed into tho pr e sGuro connection 
terminal by m e ans of th e forc e which acts on the cabl e (2), and in that contact is mad e with 
the cable (2) in tho procoss . 

(New) The method as claimed in claim 18, further comprising the step of 
pressing the cable into the pressure-connection terminal by a force acting on the cable. . 

20. (New) The method as claimed in claim 1 8, wherein the pressure-connection 
terminal comprises an insulation-displacement terminal. 
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
